information, and 

multiplying said sound volume data by said somrd volume adjustment 
coefficient to generate said adjusted sound volume data.

when data is transferred from a software application for which sound volume 
setting information is yet to be stored, storing sound volume setting infonnation based on a 
set sound volume in said memory corresponding to the software application.

18. (Curently Amended) The computer readable memory storing a sound volume 
adjx^ent program for controlling a pe^onal computer to conduct sound volume adjustment 
accordmgto claim 17, wherein the following additional steps are perfonned: 

storing a sound volume adjustment coefficient as said sound volume setting 

information, and 

multiplying said sound volume data by said sound volume adjustment 
coefficient to generate said adjusted sound volume data.
